Sanatoaca, N. Y., June 18.—[Special.}--The 
afternvon was a busy one all round.

NURSERY MEN. 
THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION IN ANNUAL SES 
SION. 

The ninth annual session of the American 
Association of Nurserymen was begun yester- 
day morning in the Methodist Church Block. 
There were present about 200 delegates from 
all parte of the country. About the hall, on 
the platform, and upon tables in the rear were 
geraniums of white and red, iending freshness 
and beauty to the gathering. 

The association was called to order by the 
President, M. A, Hunt, of Wright's Grove, 
Chicago. After briefly discussing the question 
of admission-fees, Mayor Harrison welcomed 
the delegates. e concluded by remarking 
that though he had been denounced officially, 
he was proud to say that he was the Mayor of 
a city which had doné more for its parks than 
any city in the Union. , 

President Hunt then: made his annual ad- 
dress, in which he reviewed the progress of the 
association from its beginning. Referring to 
the Illinois society, he said that it was organ- 
ized in the summer of 1876 with eighty mem- 
bers, while they have now double that number. 
The National Association, he said, had become 
& great medium of exchange. He believed that 
the last annual meeting was the cause of over 
a quarter of a million dollars’ worth of addi- 
tional trade. There’should be settied at this 
meeting two important points, the main one 
being that of transportation. The second was 
that of protecting the nurseryman’s best friend, 
the planter. He has many times been de- 
frauded, and the honest dealers have to bear 
the effects, He askéd that nothing be done to 
screen the dealings of all those who are honest 
gay fy try to do that which is right.
